The meeting was called to order at 7:12 P.M. in the meeting room at the 
Hope Cottages office at 2805 Bering Street, by President Daniel Stevens. 


Frank Bowlin, WL7D requested that the board go into executive session 

to discuss a matter that he wished to present to the Board. Bill Reiter 
KL7ITI so moved and John Williams AL7CT seconded. The vote was unanimous, 
and visitors were asked to leave the meeting until invited back by the 
President. 


Following the executive session, the minutes of the previous Board and 
General meetings were read and accepted after corrections. 


Treasurer Fred Wegmer KL7HFM gave an abbreviated report in which he noted 
that the Club currently had $11,000. in AHFC bonds, $5,000 in Certificates 
of Deposit, $1,201. in the cash reserve fund and $6,400 in the general 
checking account. It was noted that the Club should investigate the 
possibility of establishing a “money market’ account for the general 
checking account, which would draw interest and still allow for the writing 
of checks against it. Fred will discuss this possibility with Marriner 
Berthol# NL7AF. 


VHF Chairman Doug Dickinson KL7IKX reported that the Version III Software 
for the 34/94 machine had been ordered which will have individual auto- 
patch and mailbox access codes available. The digital voice recorder has 
also been ordered. 


Doug also announced that the 90/30 machine was ‘sick’ and that his profess- 
ional ethics would not allow him to continue maintaining it under the 
current conditions. Lillian Marvin NL7DL read a letter from Doug in which 
he stated his position regarding the machine. After discussion, it was 
decided to turn off the repeater until the antenna was replaced and the 
machine brought back up to optimum operating performance. 


Frank Bowlin WL7D stated that he was not in agreement with the Club’s policy 
of limiting the use of the autopatch on the 34/94 machine to area club 
members and visitors. During discussion, it was noted that enforcing this 
regulation was very difficult and that it has created animosity toward the 
Club by some members of the Amateur community.

For those amateurs that own one of the FT-101 series of transceivers (up to the 
EE series) and have found it hard to purchase the Japanese finals recommended in 
the service manual, don't despair, the following modification and associated 
adjustments will allow use of U. S. made final tubes. No change is necessary to 
the driver tube. The following modification is taken from FT101_ series 
neutralization circuit update CA:205A by the Yaesu Electronics Corporation. 


Ts Disconnect the transceiver from its power source, and connect the unit toa 
50 ohm dummy load. Remove the top case cover, and then remove the top 
cover of the final compartment. Discharge any high voltage by shorting 
across the plates of the tubes to ground. 


2. Remove the present 100 pf 1KV mica capacitor at C125, and replace it with a 
5 pf 1KV ceramic capacitor. Reinstall the top cover of the final 


compartment. 


3. Reconnect the transceiver to its power source. Set the bandswitch to 10B 
(29.0 MHz), and turn on the power. Set the mode switch to USB, and the 
PO/IC/ALC switch to IC. 


4, With the mic gain pot fully counterclockwise, key up the transceiver to 
check bias. If necessary, adjust VR1 on the Regulator/Calibrator Unit for 
a reading of 60ma while the unit is keyed. 


5. Now set the mode switch to TUNE. Set the preselector to 10 meters, and the 
carrier control at "6". Set the plate and loading controls for a nominal 
output, then adjust C27 (neutralization capacitor) for maximum power 
output (peak) at minimum current (dip). 


6. Reinstall the top case cover: and modification is now complete.

Well, Howdy Again! By the time you all read this, I’11 be flying around the 
Illiamna and Dillingham area, setting up remote base stations and repeaters; 
all, I might add, solar powered. Which is my lead in for the KL7EM/R re- 
peater coverage. 


Russ was up on Susitna during the Walk for Hope weekend. As he can tell 
you, coverage is excellent, even with a 150 mw handheld using a rubber 
helical (not the worls most effective antenna) From these tests we have 
pretty much decided to reduce the output power from the amplifier to about 2 
watts, that coupled to a 9db gain antenna will give us about 16 watts ERP 
(effective radiated pwr.), and from the elevation of that mountain should do 
a respectable job. The reduced output power will also mean the solar panels 
and battery pack need not be quite so large ‘(read this as expensive), and as 
coverage is mapped out, and funds become available we might go back to the 
10 watt amp, which would raise the ERP considerably. But a basic beginning 
will certainly work with the lower power, the receiver sensitivity is in the 
order of .2uy for 12 db sindad (which is very respectable). There is still 
lots to be done on this project, and all volunteers are certainly welcome. 


Thanks to the Walk for Hope folks the final adjustments have been made on 
the voting selector system. I think we have finally gotten all the bugs 
crushed out of the system, and you should not be able to tell when the 
voting takes place. But remember the system must have some type of signal 
to begin with, this system doesn’t mean that a rubber ducky on low power 
inside the car, will do any better in certain areas of the city. Also re- 
member that this system works by selecting the receiver with the best signal 
to noise, ‘not the loudest, or strongest signal strength). And the system 
is on continuous vote, this means that every 50 ms it looks at both 
receivers & selects the one with the best signal to noise and selects that 
receiver. What this means to the average user is that while you are mobile 
or portable and move from an area covered by the main receiver to one better 
covered by the remote, the system will follow you, with no dropout in 
signal, even while running a phone patch or whatever. 


One of the other improvements that has been installed recently is a VOX 
unit. Please remember that this is a hybrid transmitter, this means we do 
have glowing emitters (tubes or valves) and Kerchunking the machine does 
shorten the life of the transmitter. The vox unit helps slow down some of 
our “friends" who insist in Kerchunking the system. Please, please, the 
only time you should ever kerchunk this repeater will be when you “click 
your mike" during a phone patch. Please remember, Key and ID, if the 
repeater hears you it will respond with the courtesy tones, why Kerchunk the 
repeater? You don’t Kerchunk on a simplex frequency to see if someone is 
hearing you. . . So why do it to the repeater?? Work is continuing on the 
replacement for the KL7ION rptr (147.90/30). The club is using 1 of the re- 
mote base stations from the Iditarod race reconfigured by KL7EF (Al Andrus, 
one of the dedicated pros that gives of his time & effort to help support 
the club!), into a repeater. This equip. will sign w/the call of KL7EF/R 
while up on the mountain, since we need to do as much work in the shops down 
here, before transporting the equip. Time on the mountain is severely limit 
ed due to transportation requirements. 


Hope you all have a good summer. We probably won’t be filing these reports 
for the next couple of months due to our travel schedule.
